Frenchman Thinks N_i>ulcon Would 


Have Conquered the World. 


During the past few years, a period 
hat may well be referred to by future 
istorians as "the second reii*n of Na-

It begins with the Eussian campaJgn- 


ind from the battle of Moscow in 1813 
,o 1832, the date assigned by the author 
'or Napoleon's death, the. emperor does 
jot make a single mistake. He is al- 
vays the victorious soldier, the indo 
'atig-able legislator, the conqueror of 
Vusterlitz, and Friedland. He is un- 
troubled by 1he moral depression which 
aused him to attempt his life in 1814, 
rr by the obesity and physical lethargy 
which are said to have hindered hia 
mo"v erne-nts at "\Vaterloo. 


The battle of Waterloo is wiped out. 


France is victorious everywhere. 


The book first introduces us to Na- 


poleon at Novgorod, where a great bat- 
tie is fought between the French ami 
their allies on the one side and the Rus- 
sians, Swedes and English on the other. 
Napoleon is victorious, and enters St 
Petersburg-. Next he conquers' Ooi- 
:nany, Turkey, Austria and Italy in the 
order named.

directed is the subjugation of England. 
\Vith this in %iem he determine1- toin- 
v.ide Spain and put an end 1o the strug- 


le between his marshals and Welling- 


ton there. In the* meantime, however, 
he liberates tlie pope, restores to him 
a p:urt of hi* temporal sovereignty, anil 
announces that by a secret treaty v. it!i 
the emperor of Russia the Greek church 
13 to return to the- Roman fold. In this 
v\ ay he greatly enhances* his prestige 
ivith the Citholics of Spain. To drhc 
(he KnglKh from 1he country and se.it 


i& brother Joseph firmly on the throne 


is a task which he accomplishes with hii 
usual celerity. 


The time is then ripe for a. decisive 
ow at England. Only 1 wo nations are 


i _>allv left in Europe—the French and 
ihe Eng-lish. The latter must be wiped 
out. 
Napoleon prefaces the invasion 


by naming his newly born son kingf of 
England. 


Acting v\ith incredible swiftness, 


Napoleon lands a great army on tha 
English coast between Boston ami 
Yarmouth.

in which the English display desperate 
tnlonr, but are- crushed, England, with 
jll its colonies, is annexed to the French 
impire, and George III. is appointed 
prince of Scotland and Ireland.

Having1 subjected Europe, Nil- 
poleoii next conquers Asia, then Africa, 
then Austria, and finally the tno 
Americas. 
Kings become his prefect1- 


.nerely, but retain their titles. They 
come to take his orders daily, and meet 
in council at his command. 


Eventually he crowns himself em- 


peror of the world. The Catholic re- 
ligion becomes the sole faith of the un- 
iverse. The Mohammedans arc- extin- 
guished, and the Jews are all sent by 
Napoleon, to the island of Cyprus. 


The universal monarch is shown as 


'wise and beneficent beyond any othc* 
sovereign that ever reigned. The result 
of this omnipotence is that there are no 
more wars, no more national questions, 
no more religious questions, no cus 
torn houses, 110 more boundary dis- 
putes. These are no socialists, every 
one is satisfied with the form of gov- 
ernment, and the last republican on 
earth, feeling lonely, kills himself at 
?s"apolcon's feet. 


The canals of Panama and Suez ar •, 


cut by Napoleon's army, and, of course, 
ihere is no Panama scandal. The rail- 
ways, steamboats, telegraph and othci 
means of communication which cover 
the globe are in the hands of the state, 
otherwise, Napoleon.
